Mr. Snow paid tribute to the original 
members of the School Board and told 
of the planning necessary to fill the 
need tor schools and the accompany- 
ing education facilities. He said that 
an education or any knowledge aquir- 
ed cannot ever be taken away and ex- 
tended an invitation to the public to 
inspect the new seat of learning. He 
praised the work of the teachers and 
students alike and told of the nine 


students who have won Governor-Gen- 
eral Awards during the past e'even 


years and how the music of the school 
was under the very capable leadership 
of Mrs. Velma Redd who consistantly 
trained winners in school festivals and 
other events. 

Mayor Taylor stated that the men 
of the School Board had indeed shown 
forsight in the planning of the new 
building which was a credit to the 
community. He said that education 
was a prime requisite for good citizen- 
ship and suggested that it was more 
than co-incidence that so many Gov- 
ernor- General Medals had been won 
by local students. Mr. Tay‘or informed 
the large crowd present that he had 
asked Mr. Hicken for the secret of this 
success and had been told that, in the 
words of the principal himself, he 
“tells them what I'm going to tell them 
and then tell them again, think it over 
and tell them again and then some of 
them might get it.”

House cost $40,000 with the combin- 
ation of the existing building and the 
addition to cost $175,000, 20% ofethis 
was given as a gift by the Department 
of Education and the Department a'so 
made a loan of $17,500 to be paid back 
in ten years with no interest charged.

4-H CLUBS 

Only recently our Canadian Farm 
and Home Clubs adopted the name 4-H 
—a name which has been used for 
years in other countries. In the United 
States the 4-H Club Pledge is:- I 
pledge my HAD to clearer thinkme;

HANDS to larger service, and my 
HEALTH to better living, for my club, 
my community, and my country, 

In Alberta 4-H Winter Prodjects for 
girls — Clothing, Home Decoration and 
Foods — shou'd be started soon. The

Have you trouble sewing nylon? 

There is no need to pre-shrink nylon 
fabric before cutting, but if the sel- 
vedges are tight, slit them at inter- 
vals, Nylon is so strong that good 
sharp scissors and fine sharp pins 
help in cutting and assembling. If you 
have a choice between cutting the gar- 


winners on the following basis: 


ment on the straight or on the bias — 
choose the bias lay out for ease in 
stitching and a smooth seam, 

Nylon fabrics may be sewn with any 
fine thread - nylon, silk or mercerized 
cotton, If you use nylon thread your 
Seams will be stronger, Use it in both 
heedle and bobbin. Practice stitching 
on some scrap of material first — with 
a looser tension in both needle and 
bobbin so the thread will not stretch. 
Use a fine needle and be sure it's 
sharp. This will help prevent puckers. 
A size 11 or even a size 9 on A Singer 


machine will work better on a_ tight 
weave. 
The nylon fabric should be held 


firmly as it goes under the needle. 
Stitching seams on tissue paper often 
helps to overcome puckering. The tis- 
sue paper is easily pulled off after 
stitching. Better seams wil generally 
result when stitches are larger than 
those used on other fabrices — fewer 
stitches per inch. The strength of ny- 
lon fabric and thread allows you to do 
this, 

Raw edges of woven nylon fabrics 
will ravel and a suitable seam finish 
should be used. When you are sewing 
nylon, press as you go {is as import- 
ant as it is when you sew other fabrics, 
Use a moderate iron. 

There are many new nylon fabrics 
on the market— dimities, 
gabardines, denims and tricots. These 
will surely help fill your sewing needs.
